Coolidge Count of Delegates. 
President Coolidge’s. managers count 
377 delegates already in the Coolidge 
column. If the President walks off 
with the 1123 delegates from Illinois, 
Michigan, and Nebraska it would roll 
his total up to 490. This is only 65 
votes short of a majority of the con- 
vention. The next ten days, they de- 
clare, will see votes enough nailed 
down to give Coohdge the nomination 
on the first ballot. 

On the Democratic side William G. 
McAdoo is running alone on the pref- 
erence line on the ballot, but the regu- 
lar organization has an uninstructed 
anti-McAdoo delegation on the ticket 
and expects to win hands down, in 
which event McAdoo might as well 
hang a minus sign in front of the IIli- 
nois contingent at New York. At the 
most they concede him five to eight 
delegates. In Michigan and Nebraska 
McAdoo is not running, those states 
having “ favorite sons,” 

Hiram’s Hopes on Mlinois. 

Tilinois, next to California, has been 
the chief state where Senator Johnson 
at the outset counted on carrying both 
the popular vote and a majority of the 
delegates. It was to be the centerpiece 
of the Johnson movement, and the sen- 
ator’s friends early in the winter had 
it all figured out that to administer a 
defeat to the President in  Illinofs 
would mean enough to the 
convention to ditch Coolidge’s chances 
and name the Californian. Since early 
in the year, however, all the swing of 
sentiment seems to have been in the 
opposite direction.

Platoon System. 


Much of the alarm over the platoon 
and junior high school systems is of 
the stage-fright variety, Cari Hoff- 
man, member of the School Pian com- 
mission which has the two plans under 
consideration, told member of the Chi- 
cago Teachers’ league at their lunch- 
eon at the Hotel La Salle yesterday. 

Mr. Hoffman was the first of the 
commission to make public any report 
on conditions found by the investiga- 
tors on their recent trip to eastern 
cities. He made it plain that he was 
highly in favor of the junior high 
school plan, and intimated a leaning 
toward the platoon system, but “a 
system worked out for Chicago’s par- 
ticular needs, not an adoption of any 
other city’s plan.” 

Raps Detroit's System. 

“The Detroit platoon plan is over 
specialized,” he told his audience. “But 
we may be able to use some modifica- 


tion of its phases which seem particu- L

larty worth while. On the other hand, 
the platoon plan is not thoroughly 
understood here. Many do not realize 
that the children, though they pass 
from one teacher to another, are with 
their home room teacher one half thé 
time, as the system is worked in most 
schools.” 
In his opinion that there was too 
much alarm over any contemplated 
application of the system to Chicago 
schools, the speaker was supported by 
Miss C E. Mull, president of the 
league,

Hoffman had many words of praise. 
“Our trip, In my opinion,” he de- 
clared, “convinced us that the three 
divisional plan is the best. This plan 
comprehends stx grades in the element-

It offers facilities for caring 
for the exceptionally bright, and for 
those below normal In New York, 
because of its ‘ rapid progress’ classes, 
the cost per pupil of the junior high 
school ts only slightly more than that 
of the average cost through the six 
grades of the elementary school.”

Many Russian Villages 
Bar Communists.

BERLIN, April 6.—Peasant opposi- 
tion to Bolshevik rule is breaking out 
sporadically in the Ukraine and the 
Urals.of Russia, THe TRIBUNE learns 
tonight. In the provinces of Odessa, 
Podolsk, and Valki, numerous villages 
have barred all communists and are 
murdering political agents and com- 
missars at every opportunity. 

In Podolsk, between January and 
March, eleven commissars or agents 
of communism were killed. The com- 
missar at Perm in Urals wired Mos- 
cow asking for assistance to put down 
the peasant opposition. 


Procilaim Revolt in Petrograd. 

Menwhile, an organization styling 
itself “Soviet of Allied Russian Re- 
publics ” has proclaimed a new govern- 
ment in Petrograd. Secretly distribut- 
ed pamphiets name as heads of the 
new organization many of the men 
who led the Kronstadt revolt. 

The purposes outlined are: the over- 
throw of communism, freedém of the 
press, freedom in religion, and peace 
with the Russian nobility, who were 
forced by the revolution to leave Rus- 
sia. No show of strength has yet 
been made by this organization. 

Political Bureau Wort ted. 

The political burean at Moscow is 
greatly exercised over increasing dis- 
turbances and opposition in the army. 
At a recent session ft discussed pro- 
posals of Leonid Krassin that a na- 
tionalistic and patroitic spirit be fn- 
stilled in the army to turn the soldiers 
anew toward the government. Until 
now the political teachings fn the 
ranks have been international in char. 
acter, the troops being told that they 
are the advance guard of a world revo- 
lution. M. Stallin opposes any change 
in the policy of internationalism.

In large kitchens with many ranges 

he suspends hoods over the stove. In 
smaller kitchens he has a hood which 
fits down over the top, the back and 
the sides of the stove. From this jacket 
a hot air pipe leads to the stovepipe. In 
the hot air pipe he places a small elec- 
tric fan driven by a one-quarter horse 
power motor. 
_ The large hoods suspended over stoves 
should be equipped with exhaust fans 
strong enough to pull the hot air quickly 
away from the cook. 

A kitchen is always a dranghty place 
with a cold floor. If the doors and win- 


| dows are stripped, especially at the 


bottom, the trouble is lessened. In some 
places a floor rug is feasible. In others 
ft is advisable to locate a low platform 
for the cook to stand on, near the stove, 
and another near the kitchen sink.

Sentenced to Pay $2. 

At their trial last January, De 
Bobula and the other plotters con- 
fessed their attempt to overthrow the 
country, and were convicted. They 
were sentenced to six weeks in prison, 
which was considered to have already 
been served, and to pay costs of $2. 
The reason for this mild sentence was 
the politica] influence of the Awaken- 
ing Hungarians upon the government. 
All have appealed for a new trial. 

The American passport of De Bobu- 
la expired several weeks ago, and he 

quietly went to Paris and had it re- 
newed. It is greatly to his advantage 
to maintain his American status in 
view of his new trial. 

As the question of his expatriation 
‘wos raised by his intePference in Hun- 
garian politics, the American consulate 
at Budapest would not have renewed 
the passport without consulting Wash- 
ington. 

Threatens Chicago Consul. 

The state department became greatly 
agitated when it discovered that the 
passport had been renewed, and or- 
dered Judge Theodore Brentano of Chi- 
cago, Armierican minister to Hungary, 
to make a thorough investigation of 
the case. As Judge Brentano refused

The smartly dressed man is n6ét one 
who is willing to distort his smart at- 
tire with a cumbersome raincoat of the 
old fashioned school. Not, at least, on 
a day that starts out sunny and de- 
velops a sprinkle or so during the 
course of the day. And, on a mild 
spring day, he isnot in sympathy with 
the heatening effect which a rubber- 
ized coat will create. 

That is why he finds the answer to 
his problem in the cravenette proc- 
essed topcoats which are offered to 
him by many leading clothiers. That 
is why we are interested in the process, 
and have undertaken to present here 
a few of the selling arguments of top- 
coats of this nature, as we understand 


the matter. 
‘To begin with, it should be clearly 
derstood by persons acquiring crav- 
enette processed coats that they are 
not supposed to be waterproof. They 
are, rather, weatherproof, which means 
that they will not necessarily stand 
up under a continuous and drenching 
rain storm without letting some of 
the wet in. But they will throw off 
a light shower and a light rainfall 
for the length of time necessary for 
the average man to get to a refuge. 
If you want a stormproof coat, then 


would last until you get home again. before making up their coats have the 


But, more often than not, when it 
rains, you are one place and your 
raincoat, if you have one, is another— 
usually at home in your clothes closet. 

The advantage of a cravenette proc- 
essed topcoat is that you need only 
it, for dfy weather or for wet. For, 
when a coat has been subjected to this 
process it loses none of its ventila- 
tion possibilities, and yet the pores of 
the cloth are so closed up that the 
moisture is kept out. There is no 
weight added to the garment, and it 
is assured of longer life. 

The.added life is due to the protec- 
tion the: cloth recetves from the shed- 
ding instead of the absorption of the 
water. Wool, when it is on the sheep’s 
back, has hatural properties which re- 
sist -climate, no matter how wet 
Whent the wool is manufactured into 
cioth these properties are removed 
from it. Thus, the dampness and wet 
has a disintegrating effect upon the 
cloth, and an unnecessarily premature 
rotting of the goods takes place if it 
is subjected to many drenchings. 

The cravenette process, which is a 
chemical process containing no rub- 
ber to seal the pores of the cloth, re- 
stores the water resisting properties 
to the wool to a considerable extent 

Not only does it give longer life to 
the cloth but it reduces the need of 
pressing of the coat, as it does not 
so easily get out of shape. 

This does not mean that a topcoat 
which is of this cravenette processed 
materiad need | never be pressed. But 


material cravenette processed. The 
process cannot be applied to a garment 
that is already made up. The goods 
itself must be treated before the coats 
are made. 

Some manufacturers cffer Seninadé 
proof coats that-.are not cravenette 
processed, but have received some sim- 
ilar treatment, especially some of the 
imported topcoats. In one case the 
weather proofness is due to the weave 
of the cloth, which throws off the wa- 
ter much as a canvas tent keeps out 
the rain. 

A word or two about the regular 
rubber raincoats. If you want an ab- 
solutely rainproof garment the _ rub- 
berized coats, either single or double 
texture, are the thing. The single 
texture means there is rubber on the 
inside and fabric on the outside. This 
makes a coat that looks like a regular 
topcoat, but is, of course, much hot- 
ter, -ag the ventilation is, except for 
some ventilation holes, not there. 
~ Double texture raincoats, which last 
longer but are much heavier and 
warmer, have cloth on both sides and 
a layer of rubber in between. Every 
model of coat may be procured in a 
rutberized coat, coats put out by a 
prominent rubber company. There are 
belted models, box coats, ragian shoul- 
ders, single and double breasted. Ma- 
terials include tweeds, whip cords, 
homespun, and silk. 

At all events, it is not at all neces- 
sary to be wet in April, or any other 
month, if you will have a thought to 
protecting yourself.

EASTER LAMB. 


ASTER has been in times past a 
greater feast day than Christ- 
mas now is, and meats of every 
type, but chiefly lamb, have 

adorned this feast. Every year my 
file on this subject gets some interest- 


jing additions, showing how ancient 


East, customs are continued to this 
day. Last year I added the picture of 
a Roumanian with a lamb in his arms, 
under which was this legend: “ Rou- 
minian ‘ Turkey '—Lamb is the nation- 
al dish of Roumania on feast days. 
Photo shows peasants selling th ani- 
mal on Bucharest streets in preyara- 
tion for Easter week.” 
In an old book I found the statemen 

that wholes lam?t roasted before af 
open fire, basted with lemon juice and 
wild thyme, then served with salads 
and vegetables was always eaten at 
Faster time in Greece. A news item of 
fast April telling of the use of ten 
lambs at a Greek dinner said: “ Greeks 
throughout the city celebrated the 
Easter Sunday of the Greek Orthodox 
church yesterday with special services, 
with feasts of roast lamb, and folk 
dances and songs. Services will be con- 


tinued today and tomorrow. The feast ibe Sulit ‘Up 


\.as the feature of the day, following 
the Lenten fast. The Greek church 
decrees that every family must have 
a lamb on Easter Sunday especially 
fattened and killed for the occasion. 
Mzny open fires were built to cook 
the lambs whole on a wooden spit, as 
is prescribed.” 
Meat with a History. 

In Italian communities around us we 
see wonderful things in repre- 
senting the paschal lamb. All these 
survivals ,from ancient civilizations 
seem to me mos‘ interesting. When we 
eat lamb we are really eating a meat 
with thousands of years of history be- 
hind it, a history leading us back even 


‘|tto the book of Genesis. 


Out of Greece, Persia, and the Orient

theories I might advance on this sub- 
ject, though perhaps they might not 
be useless, would at least prove tm- 
practicable nine times out of ten.” 


Roasting Lamb. 


The shape of a piece of lamb must 
determine in part how long it will take 
to roast it and how much heat to ap- 


ply. When boned it takes a shorter \ 


time to cook and a hotter fire may be 
used. In general it is believed that 
it should be roasted rather quickly, 
but that the oven must not be too 
hot, just brisk. 

A Crown Roast of Lamb. 

The first preparation of « .,own 
roast must be the most careful possi- 
ble. Remove any fell, and particu- 
larly the inner lining of the ribs, which 
has become stale and dirty by ex- 
posure. All the nice seasoning ip the 
world will not completely osscure any 
dirt like that from weathered bone, 
or weathered fat or fell, favors which 
are often woolly. The butcher will trim 
off the flank and cut the bones apart 
and trim.them, but the good cook 
will usually prefer to do the rest her- 
self, buying larding pork to wind in 
and out between the trimmed bones, 
or with which to crown each sw that 
it will not blacken, while the fat that 
runs down from it ‘will season the 
roast. Tteo cut off flank should be 
cleaned, skinned, and put through the 
meat chopper if a meat stuffing and 
extender of the roast is desired. 


Grind a little fresh pork with i, sea- 
son with salt and, if you like, with 
herbs. A stuffing of mashed potato or 
of potato balls.or of a combination 
of vegetabk 3 may be used. 


Pot Roasted Lamb Shoulder.

er’s waste box. Next fold the ends 
together and tie in a,nice roll with a 
scalded or sanitary string. You can 
put in a stuffing first *to extend and 
season the meat. 

To prepare the Dutch oven for the 


meat try out in it first three tabie-. 


spoons of diced salt pork-—-larding pork 
is best—then, after rubbing the meat 
with two tablespoons of lightls sea- 
eoned flour, put it in the kettle and 
sear it about six minutes on ‘each side 
and end-—ends first. 

Third, prepare a bed of sliced vege 
tables for the put. A good combina- 
tion is two onions, one good sized car- 
rot, or several little new ones are 
worth while, several stalks of celery 
with their rice white leaves, and a 
little parsley if convenient. You may 
add, besides, a piece of preserved gin- 
ger root, two or three prunes, a green 
sweet pepper, and two or three slices 
of lemon. Put these vegetables in the 
pot after the meat has been well seared 
and taken out on a plate Stir them 
around for about, five minutes in the 
fat, then put in the meat again. and 
if you are a good cook add only a ta- 
blespoon of water, using that to rinse 
off the plate on which “he seared meat 


A half cup of water may be used to 
insure a gravy, but this bit wit the 
juice of the meat and the water from 
the vegetables must not be dried 
up with’too hot a fire so infiing the 
meat as surely as it ruins the vege 
ta.‘es for service. Baste the meat 
every fifteén minutes or even every 
ten, and cook for one hour over just 
enough fire to keep the liquid simmer- 
ing or at the boiling point.

Data. Should Be Saved. 

In the issue of last week, the sche- 
matic drawing of this circuit was print- 
ed by error, the wrong cut being in- 
serted. This week the echematic draw- 
ing of the crystal set with one stage 
of audio, which should have been 
printed last week, is given. The as- 
sumption is that those following the 
series are saving all constructional 
fata. However, some letters received 
indicate that, while the data may be; 
saved, it isn’t being read or studied 
in these Cases. . 
In response to other inquiries, the 
following should be observed, if best 
future results are aimed at: 
Any standard audio transformer will 
work efficiently. But the ratio is im- 
portant. Ratios of 6 to 1 and 6 to l, 
or even 3% to 1 for the first stage are 
preferable for those who contemplate 
going through with the series. For 
those who aim to go no farther than 
the crystal and audio, a higher ratio: 
would give louder signels, but prob- 
ably not the purity of tone to be had 
from the lower ratios.

The five tube circuit operates best 
with UV 201-A or C 301-A tubes. These 
require 6 volts of battery and are con- 
troled by 20 or 25 ohm rheostats. Any 
reliable make of rheostat will fill the 
bill. 

If the prospective builder prefers, a 
UV 200 or C 300 tube may be used as a 
detector, but whether these are much 
better, when their critical contro] is 
considered, than the hard tubes, is a 
matter of personal opinion. 

Space does not pe t instruction in 
detail of wiring. It been the aim 
to make photographs and explanations 
of schematic diagrams so plain that he 
who runs may read. Moreover, con- 
struction of the crystdl set alone 
should have given some insight into 
wiring. 

Arrange your parts first on a board 
as in photograph, and follow the wir- 
ing shown. After that arrangement 
of panel mounting will be easier, if 
one desires not to go fwupther.

ST. LOUIS REALTY 
BOARD WARS ON FAKE 
ADS OF ITS MEMBERS 


While most real estate boards gently 
reprimand erring members for mislead- 
ing advertising, but seldom, if ever, 
oust them,’ no matter how flagrant 
their falsifying, the St. Louis real es- 
tate board has taken a step which not 
only is expected to bring results, but 
also to inspire confidence in the minds 


of the public. 

A committee of review has been ap- 
pointed, which will not merely wait 
until one broker complains of an- 
other’s misleading advertising. It will 
study carefully all advertising, and any 
member found guilty of fraudulent ad- 
vertising will be called to account. A 
second warning, it is understood, will 
be followed by expulsion from the 
board. 

If this were adopted in Chicago we 
might see a few less subdividers mis- 
leading the public with either. direct 
or hinted statements regarding “LL” 
and surface extensions. 

Probably the most notorious case of 
this is the alleged Ravenswood “L” 
extension north from the Albany Park 
terminal. Officials of the “LL.” roads 
say there is absolutely no such ex- 
tension contemplated. Yet several 
realtors for years have sold lots to un- 
suspecting buyers on the strength of 
it. Other realtors complain bitterly 
of this unethical conduct—but refuse 
to file charges with the Chicago Real 
Estate board. 

“The public would have more con- 
fidence in this talk about ethics if sat 
real estate boards would back it up 
by summary dismissal from their mem- 
bership of all guilty members,” com- 
mented a realty man. “Now they 
whisper a word of caution in his ear, 
he keeps right on the same old way, 
and the public’s faith is shaken once 
more.”
